AEC Says Explosion on 
Aug. 23 ‘Was in Same 
Range of Energy Re- 
lease’ as Recent U.S. 
Tests. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1 (AP) 
—-Russia has produced another 
atomic explosion, the Govern- 
ment announced last night, and 
evidence thus far available to 
United States experts indicates 


it was not a hydrogen blast al- 
though perhaps of considerable 
power. It was the fifth Russian 
atomic explosion to be an- 
nounced, 

The date was Aug. 23, the 
Atomic Energy Commission 
statement said, and “the explo- 
sion was in the same range of 
energy release as our recent Ne- 
vada tests, and would appear to 
be part of a series.” 


“If this proves to be the fact,” | 


the commission added, “no fur- 
ther announcement will be made 
unless intelligence indicates in- 
formation of greater interest.” 

There were blasts of varying 
power in ‘the 1l-shot_ series 
which the United States con- 
ducted last spring at its proving 
ground in the Nevada desert. 
and to which the AEC compared 
the latest Russian effort. 

Biggest U. S. Blast. 

The. last one, on June 4, was 
generally described as the larg- 
est atomic explosion ever to be 
set off in the United States 
proper. 
the equivalent of 50,000 tons of 
TNT, or about two and one half 
times as powerful as the bomb 
dropped on Hiroshima shortly 


before the end of the war with. 


Japan. 
Effects of the United States 


blast on June 4 were seen or | 


felt up to 500 miles from the 
test site. ' 

This was the second United 
States disclosure in less than two 
weeks thst the Russians had 
produced an atomic explosion. 
The earlier one on Aug. 19, 
seven days after it occurred, 
gave a measure of official Amer- 
ican confirmation to Moscow’s 
claim that Russian scientists had 
touched off a type of hydrogen 
bomb. 

The AEC said then there was 
evidence of both fission and 
thermo-nuclear reactions — the 
latter being a scientific term for 
the intense heat produced in 
the fusion process of the dread 
hydrogen bomb. 

Text of Announcement. 

Following is the text of last 
night’s brief announcement: 

“On Aug. 23, 1953, a fission 
explosion took place in Russian 
territory. The explosion was in 
the same range of energy re- 
lease as our recent Nevada tests 
and would appear to be part of 
a series. If this proves to be the 
fact, no further announcement 
will be made unless intelligence 
indicates information of greater 
interest.” 

(A British foreign office state- 
ment issued in London said: 

(‘We also have knowledge that 
a further nuclear (atomic) ex- 
plosion has occurred in the So- 
viet Union as part of the cur- 
rent test series. 

(“We can also say that addi- 
tional tests in this series may 
take place but it is not con- 
templated that further informa- 
tion will be released of these 
events.””) 

No Word From Moscow. 

There was no immediate word 


from Moscow on the latest test, | 


unlike the situation following 
the explosion of Aug. 12. Then 
the Moscow paper Pravda first 
broke the news to the world, and 
the official United States an- 
nouncement followed a few 
hours later. 

The AEC termed the Aug. 12 
Russian explosion similar to one 
this country had produced at 


Eniwetok in the Pacific more | 


than two years ago. 

In addition to the two Russian 
blasts last month, the United 
States has announced that it de- 
tected three others. It has 
never said categorically, how- 
ever, whether it disclosed all 
the explosions it detected. 

The dates of the previous an- 
nouncements, all made shortly 
after the actual explosions, were 
Sept. 23, 1949; Oct. 3, 1951, and 
Oct. 22, 1951. ‘ 

The exact method used in de- 
tection is secret, de it is known 
to include among'other factors 
the sampling of the upper air 
for the radio-activity produced 
by any atomic explosion, 

Commenting on the AEC an- 
nouncement, Dr. Ralph Lapp, 
atomic scientist who worked on 
the Manhattan Project that pro- 
duced the first American A- 
bomb, said today it suggested to 
him that Russia may have two 
separate atomic teams — one 
working on H-bomb develop- 
ment and the other working to 
improve A-bombs.

Allies Instruct U.S. to Arrange 
Korea Peace Parley With Reds 


Commission This Country to Seek to Make 
‘Complete Arrangements’ as to Time 


and Place. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1 (AP) 
—The United States was com- 
missioned by her allies in the 
Korean war today to communi- 
cate with the Communists and 
“seek to make complete ar- 
rangements for a time and 
place” for a peace conference. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1 (AP) 
—Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles and diplomats represent- 
ing America’s Korean war allies 
began talks today on a time and 
place for a peace conference 
with the Communists. 

With Dulles acting as chair- 
man, the meeting got under way 
behind the closed doors of a 
State Department conference 
room. 

The first move by the 16 
United Nations countries which 
contributed troops to Korea was 
to invite South Korea’s repre- 
sentative, Ambassador You Chan 
Yang, to sit in on the conference. 

Western caiplomats predicted 
new trouble with the Commu- 
nists over selecting a site and 
date for the peace conference. 

These diplomats said it was 
virtually certain Communist 


China and North Korea would 
reject whatever site and date 
the United Nations side first 
proposes. 

Geneva was regarded as the 
most likely U.N. choice for the 
spot to try to convert the Ko- 
rean cease-fire: into a lasting 
peace by diplomatic negotiation. 

The date most prominently 
mentioned was Oct. 15. Under 
terms of the Korean armistice 
agreement, the political confer- 
ence with the Communists must 
begin by Oct. 28—90 days after 
the truce signing. 


Geneva’s selection as the con- 
ference site seemed far from 
certain, however. A move to 
pick a Far Eastern site was re- 
ported under way by some dip- 
lomats on the ground the Com- 
munists would never consent to 
go to Europe to discuss Asia’s 
problems.

Robert H. (Hot Rod) Moore, 
notorious traffic law violator, 
has been reclassified 1-A by his 
local draft beard and faces in- 
duction into the armed forces, 
the Post-Dispatch was told to- 
day. 

Local selective service officials 
launched an _ investigation of 
Moore’s marital status—he had 
been classified 3-A, a deferred 
status for married men with 
‘children—after he told Rock Hill 
police on the occasion of his 
most recent arrest last month 
that he was single and lived with 
| his parents, Dr. and Mrs. Harry 
_G. Moore, at 1 Portland place. 

Moore’s reclassification fol- 
lowed. Selective service offi- 
cials said h@é Kas 10 days in 
which to appeal the reclassifi- 
cation, or produce evidence that 
he is maintaining a bona fide 
family relationship with his wife 
and child. If he does not do so, 
he will be subject to a physical 
examination as a first step to- 
ward induction. 

Whether the armed forces 
will accept him is debatable, In 
the summer of 1950, when en- 
listment was made a  prere- 
quisite to suspension of a traffic 
fine levied in Frontenac police 
court, recruiting officers said 
they would not accept him, as- 
serting the armed services were 
not “correctional institutions.” 


PRESIDENT HELPS

President Eisenhower helped to 
build a dam on St. Louis creek 
yesterday to improve the trout 
fishing at his favorite vacation 
spot.

TITO AGCUSES: 
TALY OF BORDER 
PROVOCATIONS 


Note Says Yugoslavia 
Won't Be Responsible 
for What Happens if 
Incidents Go On. 


LONDON, Sept. 1 (AP)— 
Marshal Josip (Tito) Bre@z’s 
government today formally ac- 
cused Italy of frontier provoca- 
tions and warned that Yugo- 
slavia will “discard all responsi- 
bility” for what might happen if 
the incidents continue. 


A _ stifflyeworded 
livered in Rome today protested 
“energetically” against what it 
called “the armed demonstra- 
tions of the Italian units along 
the Yugoslav-Italian frontier.” 

The note, as summarized in a 
Belgrade radio broadcast, also 
“expressed expectation that the 
Italian government will _ re- 
nounce such methods so that 
these acts might not become a 
precedent in the further rela- 
tions between ,the two coun- 
tries.” 

Denial by Italy. 

Italy already had ‘“categori- 
cally” denied Yugoslav charges 
that Italian troops violated the 
Yugoslav frontier north of the 
disputed port city of Trieste. An 
Italian foreign ministry spokes- 
man in Rome termed the accuga- 
tion “absurd and fantastic.” 

(The New York Times reported 
in a dispatch from Belgrade that 
Yugoslavia planned to repudiate 
provisions of the Italian peace 
treaty that call for a ‘‘free terri- 
tory” of Trieste under United 
Nations sponsorship. Italy, the 
United States, Britain and 
France renounced this part of 
the treaty in 1948 but called for 
the restoration of the area to 
Italy. 


(Times correspondent Jack 
Raymond quoted a Yugoslav 
spokesman as saying his govern- 
ment was returning to its 1946 
claims for the incorporation of 
the entire free territory and the 
city of Tri te into Yugoslavia. 
The spokesman added that “we 
certainly will not go to war to’ 
fulfill” these claims, the report 
said.) 

The Yugoslav note warned 
that if the border incident¢ con-

‘Signs of Positive Gain.’

Gough said he thinks areas of 
real disagreement between Eu- 
rope and the United States “have 
been greatly exaggerated in the 
public mind.” 

Citing disagreements between 
England and the United States, 
these differences “all 
relate to a single issue and a 
single area—China. The British 
feel that because of their long 
experience in the Orient they 
have a better approach .. . to 
the challenge of Red China. 

“What they do not understand 
is the tremendous impact the 
Korean War has had upon the 
They do not 
appreciate our deep-seated de- 
termination to avoid appease- 
ment that would mean reward- 
ing aggressors.” 


Manpower Implications. 

Detailing some of the diffi- 
culties the armed services are 
having in getting the manpower 
they need, Navy Secretary An- 
derson said “these conditions 
contain serious implications for 
the present; they portend for 
the future even more desperate 
possibilities.” 

“What has happened over the 
past few years to bring about 
such a fundamental change in 
the attitude of our young men 
toward a career in the armed 
services?” he asked. 

Of 800 young naval officers 
who had accepted four-year 
scholarships, only 85 chose to 
stay in the Navy at the end of 
the three-year period they were 
obliged to serve, Anderson said 
by way of example. 


Re-Enlistment Falls. 


In the Army, he said, 80 
fourth-year cadets of a class of 
670 resigned this year. Quoting 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley, he said 
Army re-enlistment had dropped 
to 6.1 per cent compared with 

60 per cent at the beginning of 
World War II. 

“The same basic story is ap- 
plicable to the Air Force,” An- 
derson said. “In this age of 
supersonic jet planes our typi- 
cal Air Force pilot is 31 years 
old. Not 21, but 31. We fought 
the air war in Korea largely 
with veterans of World War II. 
How long can we rely on these 
gallant warriors to be the main- 
stay of our air effort if a new 
war cannot be ‘avoided?” 


Before spelling out those 
manpower difficulties Anderson 
outlined these goals for the fu- 
ture: 


“We must have better, faster, 
more far-ranging planes than 
any possible enemy. We must 
have the finest in. ships and 
submarines, equipped with su- 
perior electronic detection and 
fire-control gear. Our soldiers 
and our marines must be better

armed and better protected than 
any which might be sent against 
them. We must be prepared to 
fight on the land, in the air, on 
the sea and beneath it with more 
capability than any other na- 
tion on earth.” 


Service Careers. 


Two ways to make service ca- 
reers more attractive, he said, 
are for the public in general to 
be careful when  ¢riticizing 
military officers, and for the 
country to give the officers a 
lasting assurange of “a decent 
and comfortably standard of 
living.” 

“All too frequently,” Ander- 
son said, “the whole broad areas 
of our officer corps are care- 
lessly referred to in slighting 
language and with innuendo. All 
too frequently, general criticism 
is generated from aHegation of 
individual incapacity, singular 
misconduct or baseless rumor. 
The occasional various misdeeds 
and shortcomings of individuals 
are improperly charged by care- 
less language to the group to 
which they belong... 

“We should come to appre- 
ciate the fact that the over- 
whelming majority (of career 
service personnel) are capable, 
dedicated men and women de- 
voted primarily to the service 
of our country.” 

As for assurances of security, 
the Navy Secretary said: 

“One who enters the military 
service as a career gives up a 
number of things. He cannot quit 
on his own terms. He cannot 
strike. He cannot bargafn indi- 
vidually or collectively with his 
employer. He cannot choose his 
own residence. He cannot ac- 
tively engage in politics. There 
are important abridgements 
upon his leisure time. 


“He must have the knowledge 
that his country will play square 
with him. His real guarantee for 
his standard of living and the 
security of his family rest upon 
the integrity of the terms of the 
agreement under which he en- 
tered the service. 


“As a consequence, we should 
weigh very carefully how we 
change the rules in the middle 
of the game. . . Our service men 
must come to believe that while 
we expect them to keep the 
terms of their agreement, we, 
too, will keep the terms of ours.”’

Adopts Resolution Urg- 
ing Restoration of 
143-Wing Program — 
Discussion Spirited. 


A controversial resolution 
urging re-establishment of the 
143-wing Air Force program ' 
was approved. yesterday by the 


American Legion’s convention 


committee on ere it was 
learned. 

The issue, which has caused a 
split among top Legion leaders, 
is expected to come up tomor- 
row at a meeting of the commit- 
tee’s parent group, the conven- 
tion committee on security. 

While the resolution could be 


blocked there by an adverse 
vote, proponents of the measure 
have said that the issue “will 
definitely” be brought before 
convention delegates. 

They pointed out that resolu- 
tions may be introduced from 
the floor. All resolutions con- 
cerning national security are 
scheduled to come before the 
convention at 4 p.m, tomorrow. 


Spirited Discussion. 


Adoption of the resolution 
came at the end of a spirited 
three-hour discussion of the 
Eisenhower Administration’s 
five villion dollar reduction in 
the Air Force budget and its de- 
cision to cut back the Air Force 
program from 143 to 120 wings. 

Opponents of the résolution 
argued that the Legion should 
go on record simply as favoring 

“the best. possible Air Force,” 
without specifying the mumber 
of wings. 

Norman Lyon, Pasadena, Calif., 
cited statements by administra. 
tion leaders to support his con- 
tention that the Air Force would 
be “at least as good” under the 
revised program, through elim- 
ination of waste in the budget. 

He said he thought the Le- 
gion should not take a stand on 
a “technical matter,” warning 
the 34 committee members not 
to get “out on a limb by telling 
the Joint Chiefs of Staffs what 
particular number of wings we 
ought to have.” 

A heated reply came from 
Herman Namey, San Antonio, 
Tex., who asked: “Since when 
has the American Legion ceased 
to have guts enough to tell the 
Government and _ the country 
what we think is good for it?” 


Criticizes Leaders. 
Another advocate of the reso- 


lution, J. L. Hedges, South 
Boston, Va., criticized as a 
“misrepreséntation” previous 


Statements by Legion leaders 
which in effect supported the 
Air Force budget cut. 

He said it should be made 
clear that the Legion “wants 
143 wings and has wanted them 
all along.” 

Roscoe Turner, noted pioneer 
aviator and outspoken advocate 
of the 143-wing program, was 
elected chairman of the commit- 
tee. He also is chairman of the 
Legion’s standing committee on 
aeronautics, which issued a re- 
port Sunday criticizing, the 
budget cut at “111-timed” and 
asserting its effect on Air Force 
morale was “catastrophic.”

A coroner’s verdict of acci- 
dent was returned today at Clay- 
ton. 

The crash occurred when the 
automobile approached the grade 
crossing at high speed and 
skidded 105 feet before strik- 
ing the front of the diesel loco- 
motive of a northbound freight 
train. The coroner’s jury was 
unable te determine who was 
driving the 1949 Ford coach. 

The machine, which was west- 
bound in Gravois, was dragged 
315 feet down the tracks before 
the 17-car freight train could be 
halted. 

One youth was thrown out at 
the point of impact, landing in 
shallow water in a ditch beside 
the railroad right-of-way. Anoth- 
er body was underneath the 
crumpled automobile, and the 
others were removed from the 
wreck, 

Engineer Woody Dauernheim, 
9311 Aster street, Affton, told 
deputy sheriffs his locomotive, 
with horn blowing, bell ringing 
and headlight flashing, was three 
quarters of the way across the 
highway when the automobile 
struck it.

Journeymen barbers of St. 

Louis voted last night to rescind 
their earlier proposal that the 
price of men’s haircuts be in- 
creased from $1.25 to $1.40 on 
weekdays and $1.50 on Satur- 
days. 
The jorneymen’s request for an 
increase, voted at a previous 
meeting, had been turned down 
by union barbershop operators, 
some of whom declared that 
prices had gone about as high 
as the traffic would bear. 

Raymond Ellis, president of 
Local 102, AFL Barbers’ Union, 
said that about 550 of the or- 
ganization’s 800 members at- 
tended the meeting last night at 
Carpenters’ Hall, Grand and 
Easton avenues. 

It was agreed, Ellis said, that 
the matter of seeking an in- 
‘crease in the price of haircuts 
and other services will be re- 
considered by the union at a 


line and a 5-cent discount for 
each quart of oil, Costs formerly 
paid by the driver, such as paint- 
ing of cabs, will be borne by 
the company. 

The contract with the Ace 
company calls for reduction in 
rentals as well as other benefits 
in the Laclede contract, Baker 
said.

The report said officials of 
the AFL electricians, laborers 
and carpenters unions com- 
plained that the teamsters were 
trying to take control of the 
building industry. 

“Violence has become the ad- 
juster of these jurisdictional 
claims,” the subcommittee re- 
ported. “All orderly processes 
have been rejected, and force 
has replaced reason in the in- 
dustry.” 

The subcommittee said some 
of the unions have “literally 
reached the armed-camp stage” 
and “effective steps must be 
taken promptly to prevent the 
violence from spreading. 

The evidence indicates “wide- 
spread violation” of the Taft- 
Hartley Act, it reported.

JENNER SAYS U.N. 
‘CODDLES’ REDS 


BEDFORD, Ind., Sept. 1 (UP) 
—Senator Jenner (Rep.), Indi- 
ana, charged today the United 
Nations is “coddling Commun- 
ism” and said action by the U.N. 
administrative tribunal in set- 
ting aside dismissal of 12 Amer- 
ican employes was a move 
which endangered American se- 
curity. ‘ 

Jenner said that if the world 
organization continued to “hurt 
our security through having 
Communists on its staff,” some 
new organization showld be 
formed or nations should “go 
their own way.” 

Jenner, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Internal Security subcom- 
mittee which investigated al- 
leged “Communist infiltration” 
during the recent congressional 
session, said the only method by 
which Congress could insure ab- 
sence of alleged Reds from the 
U.N. staff was to withdraw fi- 
nancial support from the organi- 
zation. 

He accused Britain and France, 
which were represented on the 
four-member U.N. tribunal, of 
being “soft toward Communism.” 

“Reinstating those people is 
absolutely wrong as far as our 
security goes,” he said, “It would 
be all right if the U.N. were just 
a debating society. But when’ 
their policies affect our national 
security and lose American boys’ 
lives in a war, that’s a horse of 
a different color.” 

He said “the United Nations 
has not been satisfactory,” charg- 
ing British and French delega- 
tions “vote against us 75 per 
cent of the time.” 

“We know Britain is soft to- 
ward Communism and in France 
one of their major parties is the 
Communist party. It’s absurd to 
let them tell us about the securi- 
ty of our country.” 

Jenner said the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee of the Senate 
would consider an investigating 
subcommittee’s report in Sep- 
tember on possible amendments 
and corrections in the U. N. 

He said it was “up to the local 
authorities, the U. N, in this 
case, to get rid of Communists. 
Congress was just trying to put 
the finger on the Reds. If the 
U. N. puts them back, we have 
no legal power to remove them, 
but we could take our money 
away from the organization.”

ARREST OF 64 RED SPIES 


SEOUL, Sept. 1 (AP) — Na- 
tional police headquarters said 
today they had arrested 64 Com- 
munist spies, half of them stu- 
dents and women posing as 
refugees from Red North Korea.

Iranian foreign officials who 
earlier had reported hearing the 
rumors asked the Soviet embassy 
this morning for an appéintment 
with Lavrentiev. The Soviet em- 
bassy said an appointment might 
be arranged in the afternoon. 
Soviet hospital spokesmen said 
Lavrentiev had been ill last week 
but was improving. 

(The Associated Press quoted 
Russian sources as saying the 
Ambassador was having heart 
trouble because of Tehran’s high 
altitude—3850 feet.)

NEW YORK, Sept. 1 (UP) —

McCarthy said the witness, a 
woman clerk in the Quartermas- 
ter Corps, was a “very impor- 
tant witness,” but he refused to 
reveal her name. The hearings 
are closed. 

The woman had admitted yes- 
terday she had a Communist 
party card in the early 1940s, 
but denied today she was a 
Communist at present, McCar- 
thy said. She invoked her con- 
stitutional rights in refusing to 
answer any further questions in 
connection with her job or po- 
litical affiliations, he said. 

Three Army officers and three 
other civilians also were ques- 
tioned today and furnished in- 
formation on other Army em- 
ployes, but were not involved in 
the investigation, McCarthy said. 

The Army officers said papers 
and files on employes he sought 
from them needed clearance 
from the Secretary of Defense. 

The Wisconsin Senator had 
brought his mystery witness 
back to the stand again in an 
effort to discover if she had 
passed information of troop con- 
centrations and movements along 
to Communist agents. 

He said his investigation grew 
out of his inquiry into alleged 
Communist espionage in the 
Government Printing Office in 
Washington. 


Open Hearings on Reds In 
Unions to Start About Nov. 1. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1 (AP) 
—Senator John Marshall Butler 
(Rep.), Maryland, announced to- 
day that open hearings in a Sen- 
ate investigation of “Communist 
penetration of our trade unions” 
will begin about Nov. 1. 

Butler said in a_ statement 
ithat three national labor unions

Butler is chairman of a task 
force of the Senate Internal Se- 
urity subcommittee assigned to 
investigate the matter.

Butler said the American Com- 
munications Association is “a 
Communist-controlled labor or- 
ganization” and recently was 
“certified by fhe National Labor 
Relations Board as the exclusive 
collective bargaining agent for 
5000 Western Union telegraph 
operators.” 

He alsg cited the United Elec- 
trical, Radio and Machine Work- 
ers of America, one of the 
unions expelled by the CIO on 
the ground that it was Commu- 
nist dominated, and the Interna- 
tional Union of Mine, Mill and 
‘Smelter Workers. 

“These are but a few of the 
Communist dominated unions 
which present a _ continuing 
threat to our national security,” 
Butler said. 


Office Employe 

Suspended Over Gaming Issue. 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Government Printing Office yes- 
terday suspended Carl J, Lund- 
mark, a compositor, who refused 
to tell the Senate Investigations 
subcommittee whether he has 
operated a gambling ring in the 
printing plant. 

Chairman McCarthy (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, of the Senate group 
charged at a public hearing last 
Saturday that such a gambling 
operation has been going on and 
that it poses a danger to the 
nation’s security.

Top Secrets Said to Be Handled 
by Indicted Civilian. 

BALTIMORE, Sept. 1 (AP)—

A spokesman at Fort Eustis 
Eustis said Fragala has not been 
in a position to reecive secret 
information for the last couple 
of years. He still .retains his 
clearance for handling secret 
material, however. “His conduct, 
attitude and ability leave noth- 
ing to be desired,” the spokes- 
man said.

Page No. 2—It has been suggested 
to me that you are tainted with un- 
orthedox ideas, and are therefore 
Communistic.

Page No. 3—The young lady from 
Germany is said to be Communist. | 
have no proof to the contrary. So it 

emust be so. 

Page No. 4—It is said that you and 
she conspire to overthrow this Re- 
public. I have no proof to the con- 
trary. So it must be so. 

Page No. 5—I caused you two to 
meet. I am therefore guilty by asso- 
ciation, etc., etc. Therefore, for my 
sake and for the sake of my family 
——and here is the favor I ask of you: 
Die if need be rather than disclose 
my part in this affair!

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The Legion Marches 


Your lot is with the ghosts of soldiers dead. 

This is the day the Legion marches—marches 
and remembers. The uniforms of gold and blue 
are not like the stiff-brimmed Stetsons, the put- 
tees or the Sam Browne belts of 1917 and 1918. 
Nor are they like the more utilitarian military 
work clothes of the years from 1942 to 1945. 

The starting gun which sent the parade—for 
10 hours—down Olive Street is not like the 
barked and thrilling order that once came down 
the line of command: “Pass in review!” The 
bands are not quite like those that played on 
the drill fields of Plattsburg, Camp. Grant, 
Fort Leonard Wood, Camp Funston, Great Lakes, 
Fort Ord and all the cantonments in which 
men were trained to defend their country in 
two great wars. 

And the names on the street signs as the 
marchers pass, in slower tempo, are not the 
names of Chateau Thierry, St. Mihiel and the 
Meuse-Argonne, nor the names beyond Omaha 
Beach: Caen and St. Lo and the rest all the way 
to the far side of the Rhine. And they are even 
less like those once strange names of Pacific 
islands: Iwo Jima and Okinawa. 

. . * 

But those are the names in the minds of the 
men as they march. Maybe the greater part of 
any American Legion convention is an attempt 
-—-in spite of one’s years—to relive what came 
with a pass for 48 hours in Paris. Byt when the 
lines form, when the bugles and the bands bring 
to them something of their old snap, then the 
mind must go to rows of white crosses and what 
it means to have been a soldier of the Republic, 
a defender of freedom. 

This is a high mood not easily sustained for 
long in a workaday world which often is as 
thankless and as harsh as it seems. Some of the 
men of the Legion also slip. Otherwise why 
would a past commander of the organization 
which chose Marshal Foch of France as one of 
its two honorary leaders talk of the representa- 
tives of our allies as men who have “a fast line 
of very sophisticated diplomatic talk,” who con- 
sort with our enemies and who would have our 
children “die under a sickly blue flag with a 
world bled white in the middle?” 

We cannot be made to believe, however, that 
these are the sentiments of all the men in the 
Legion’s ranks. It was perhaps inevitable that 
designing men should from time to time seek to 
bend so large an organization as the Legion to 
their own purposes, that they should urge Le- 
gionnaires to demand firing squads for strikers, 
‘no matter what their grievance,” or that they 
should incite them to horsewhip editors or mock 
our great institutions of learning, just as they 
have sought to manipulate “the Legion vote” on 
election day. 

. « +. 

To us such aberrations do not represent the 
real spirit of the Legion. We see that rather in 
the continued interest in the welfare of disabled 
veterans, in the sponsoring of Boy Scout troops 
and 4-H clubs, in the formation of junior base- 
ball leagues, in the organization of the annual 
Boys’ State as a practical lesson in good govern- 
ment, in the relief of victims of flood and disas- 
ter, and in the countless community-benefitting 
activities which are always valiantly helped by 
the Legion, national or local. 

it is the sober realization that a man’s duties 
as a citizen are not discharged merely by bear- 
ing arms, but by being a good neighbor, that 
we see when the fun is interrupted and faces 
grow serious as to the rattle of the drums and 
blare of the brass the Legion marches down the 
street behind the flag. 

Siegfried Sassoon said it better than we can 
when he came home from the war, leaving his 
brother on the field: 

Your lot is with the ghosts of soldiers dead, 

And I am in the field where men must fight. 

But in the gloom I see your laurell’d head 

And through your victory I shall win the light.

Toward a Vote in Kashmir 

Ever since the partition of India six years 
ago, the question of whether Kashmir should 
join India or Pakistan has been an explosive 
one, The “Switzerland of Asia” has been a 
source of tension between the two countries 
which claimed it, and-a challenge to the U.N., 
whose mediation has failed to solve the dispute. 

For many reasons it is heartening news that 
Prime Ministers Nehru and Mohammed Ali have 
now, in direct talks, reached an agreement to 
hold a plebiscite in which Kashmir’s 4,000,000 
people, predominantly Moslem in faith, will de- 
cide the question for themselves. 

That has always been the best available solu- 
tion, and India’s reluctance to accept it has 
prejudiced in some Western eyes her efforts to 
mediate some of the issues outStanding between 
the West and the Soviet world. 

Several crucial issues must be dealt with be- 
fore a settlement can be considered certain. 
Nehru is urging that an Asian mediator take 
charge of the plebiscite instead of Admiral Nim- 
itz, the U.N. choice for that post, while Mo- 
hammed Ali is insisting on Admiral Nimitz. 
Given the basic agreement on a plebiscite, how- 
ever, the chances of reaching agreement on sub- 
sidiary issues are greatly improved. Pakistan 
and India would earn the U.N.’s applause if they 
got together.

Some Are Smart 

Charles R. Sligh, Jr., president of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, says he 
doesn’t know anyone who is “smart enough to 
say what is a luxury and what is a necessity.” 

“A luxury,” he says, “is very hard to define.” 
A housewife had just pointed out, when Mr. 
Sligh objected to the present luxury taxes as 
“discriminatory,” that they were “supposed to 


be discriminatory—luxuries against necessities.”* 


Mr. Sligh and the N.A.M. propose a sales tax 
on all manufactured articles—luxuries, necessi- 
ties, and articles which may be either or both 
for all of Mr. Sligh. 

The N.A.M. president's confusion about lux- 
uries and necessities speaks well for his finan- 
cial status, but it does not speak as well for his 
acumen. If Mr. Sligh were to inquire, he would 
find out that the less money a person has, and 


‘ 
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the more necessities his family .requires, the 
easier it is for him to distinguish between lux- 


uries and necessities. For many American fami- . 


lies it is a downright cinch. 

The main trouble in distinguishing necessities 
from luxuries comes from learning the distinc- 
tion, as Mr. Sligh evidently tried, the easy way. 
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Vice President Nixon’s Speech 

Vice President Nixon was indisputably right 
when he told the American Legion convention 
that the overshadowing major development of 
the Eisenhower Administration’s first eight 
months was the end of the fighting in Korea. 

It takes nothing from the new Administration's 
achievement to note that the Truman Admin- 
istration worked on truce negotiations for some 
two years and that the Communistq finally 
yielded on the prisoner issue which had dead- 
locked the conferees. The central consideration 
is that the White House did not lose patience, 
that it persisted in the face of one setback after 
another. The Eisenhower Administration is en- 
titled to its full share of the credit which goes 
with the truce. 

The Vice President was also right when he 
discussed the need of ‘the United States for al- 
lies in the world today. As he put it, the free 
nations will “stand or fall together.” And this is 
a warning that, so it seems, must be sounded 
more and more frequently. The dangerous coun- 
sel for the United States to withdraw into a 
kind of Gibraltarism is heard every day. For- 
tunately President Eisenhower knows from first 
hand experience what a snare and a delusion 
that appeal would prove. 

On the subject of the defense cut, the Vice 
President spoke the policy of the Administra- 
tion. He defended the $5,000,000,000 reduction 
in the Air Force, saying the decision was Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's own, On this subject, said 
Mr. Nixon, “I believe the people of the United 
States can trust his judgment better than that 
of any other man in our country.” 

The Post-Dispatch, along with countless 
citizens, would like to believe this. However, 
there is the opposite counsel! of fine soldiers and 
patriots like Gen. Omar N. Bradley and others 
who find the Air Force cut “against the dictates 
of national prudence.” 

Here the Administration is making a gamble 
and we can only hope the risk does not go 
against us.

Qur Cut-Rate Ballots 

The latest outlook on the old, old business of 
“rotten boroughs” comes from the CIO Eco- 
momic Outlook, whose report on misrepresenta- 
tive government is appalling. It finds: 

A resident of Houston, Tex., has about one- 
fifth the representation in Congress of a resi- 
dent of the Second Congressional District of 
South Dakota, because the Houston district is 
five times as populous yet each has only one 
Congressman. 

If congressional votes were polled on a popu- 
lation basis, a number of bills which were passed 
might have been defeated, and vice versa. Dis- 
tricting is that far out of line with equality. 

In state legislatures the situation is. even 
worse. About 36 per cent of Americans live in 
rural areas but they have about 75 per cent of 
the members of the legislature. 

None of this is news to Missouri. It takes 
three voters to elect a St. Louis Congressman 
as against two in the rural Eighth Missouri Dis- 
trict. St. Louis really gets short-changed in the 
Missouri House, where it has 11 per cent of the 
seats with 22 per'cent of the state’s population. 

The CIO is urging support for a bill by Rep- 
resentative Celler of New York. This measure 
would require the states to make congressional 
districts conform within 15 per cent of the aver- 
age population which would exist if all districts 
were equal. 

This is somewhat similar to the requirement 
of the Missouri Constitution that no state sena- 
torial district may vary by more than 25 per 
cent from that average. And the State Senate 
is far more representative than the House. 

Mr. Celler’s bill cannot, of course, affect the 
membership of the legislatures themselves, but 
it could make them behave in designing con- 
gressional districts. Rural-dominated legislatures 
are always reluctant to give up rural advantage. 
They need constant persuasion to make one 
man’s vote as good as another's. 
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On the Grand Circuit 

The Missouri State Fair at Sedalia was a 
whopping success this year, in most respects. It 
set an attendance record. The stockpens were as 
full as the grandstand. The preserves gleamed 
on the shelves, the hams were salty-sweet and a 
lot of spun candy went down a lot of little 
throats, Moreover, Missouri's own gift to the 
vanishing industry which makes plumed fans— 
Sally Rand—packed ‘em in from all over. 

Yet there was a disquieting note heard even 
in the big city 190 miles away. This was the 
criticism by some visiting harness racing men 
of the fairgrounds track. It was rough and lit- 
tered, they said, and even a bit of paper can 
make a trotter balky. Facilities were inconven- 
ient. Some trainers said they might not be back 
next year. If that happened, the fair could lose 
its standing on the Grand Circuit. 

Those words, the Grand Circuit, spell out the 
grand old business of harness racing. They carry 
weight and tradition. They mean the big league. 

~Only 14 tracks enjoy such standing and Mis- 
souri’s fair was added to the circuit only four 
years ago. Even this year Missouri lived up to 
the title when a pacer named Keystoner set a 
world’s record. : 

Mark Twain said it is the difference of opin- 
ion which makes horse races, but there’ should 
be little difference over the track, That can be 
“ smoothed out. One of the grandest things about 
a state fair is a smooth-running horse under the 
August sunshine, and Missouri's hospitality 

- Ought to be just as grand.

Are We Worth Saving? 


The Mirror

United States and the West have their faults, but basic de- 
votion to freedom of the mind lifts them above totalitarianism; 
this freedom is under attack by suspicion-spreading primitives 
at home; they will prevail unless we gird ourselves and fight. 


Elmer Davis in the Harvard Phi Beta Kappa Oration, 
Published in the Harvard Alumni Bulletin 


In the sixteenth century the West 
was just awakening, with a delighted 
surprise, to an awareness of its own 
strength, which had seemed gravely in 
question in the opening phases of the 
Turkish onslaught. By the nineteenth 
century the West had no doubt that it 
was the culmination of all human 
progress to date, with even more 


- dazzling achievements lying beyond. 


In the middle of the twentieth cen- 
tury the principal questions in dispute 
among Western intellectuals seem to 
be whether the 
West can be saved, 
and if it is worth 
saving. 

The first and ob- 
vious answer, of 
course, is, “If we 
aren’t worth = sav- 
ing, who is?” Faul- 
ty as we. are, we 
seem infinitely 
preferable—by our 
standards—to the 
moral nihilism and 
intellectual rigidity 
of the Soviet sys- 
tem which is com- 
peting with us for 
the allegiance of the East: competing 
indeed, though with little success out- 
side of France and Italy, for the al- 
legiance of our own citizens,,

Faith of Founding Fathers 


What have we got that our adver- 
saries have not that makes us worth 
saving? Our faults, God knows, are nu- 
merous and glaring enough; recogni- 
tion of those faults is the chief cause 
of the loss of confidence that has af- 


flicted so many people of the Western . 


world. But we do recognize them. 
What we have to offer, to the con- 
temporary world and to tle future, is 
a method: and the freedom of the 
mind that makes that method possible. 
Not an infallible method, but the best 
vet Uiscovered for reaching increasing- 
ly closer approximations to the truth. 


This method has been responsible for 
almost all human progress. Outside the 
Western world it does not exist, except 
in those parts of the East which have 
been influenced by Western thought; if 
it died here, it would die there too. 

The founders of this republic held 
that faith so firmly that its guarantee 
was imbedded in the very First Amend- 
ment to the Constitution. Yet lately 
that faith has been repudiated by many 
of our fellow citizens, if indeed. they 
ever held it;* and in that repudiation 
lies our greatest danger; it is that, 
rather than any external attack, that 
might bring us down. 


Primitives in Top Hats 


Most dangerous is the general attack 
on the freedom of the mind. George 
Kennan said at Notre Dame that it 
springs from forces too diffuse to be de- 
scribed by their association with the 
name of any one man or any one politi- 
cal concept; forces which perhaps were 
summarized by John Duncan Miller of 
the London Times, in the early days of 
McCarthyism, as a revolt of the primi- 
tives against intelligence. 

Unfortunately it cannot be denied 
that after centuries of education we 
still have plenty of primitives—some of 
them white-collar or even top-hat primi- 
tives; a sediment, a sludge, at the bot- 
tom of American society—and I am 
afraid a fairly deep layer et that; people 
who seem actuated only by hatred and 
fear and envy. : 

All are the products of ignorance; for 
their fear is not a rational fear of a 
very formidable and unfriendly foreign 
power. They do not seem interested in 
Russia at all. They appear to regard 
Communism as a purely American phe 
nomenon; what they hate and fear 


*s 


is their own neighbors who try to think. 
In the name of anti-Communism they 
try to strike down the freedom of the 
mind, which above all things differen- 
tiates us from the Communists; in the 
name of Americanism they try to sup- 
press the right to think what you like 
and say what you think, in the evident 
conviction—insofar as they have any 
reasoned conviction at all—that the 
principles on which this republic was 
founded and has been operated will 
not bear examination. 

It is people who feel that way who 
provide the mass support for McCarthy: 
though of course he has an elite support 
as well, if it may be so termed, in the 
reactionary press and the Texas oil 
billionaires. He has done more than any 
other man to encourage the spread of 
suspicion apd distrust and hatred among 
ourselves, which is the best formula 
for losing a war. 


‘McCarthyism Could Lick Us’ 


I venture to remind you of the re- 
mark of a Harvard graduate, Learned 
Hand, that that community is already 
in process of dissolution where each 
man begins to eye his ne'ghbor as a 
possible enemy, where non-conformity 
with the accepted creed is a mark of 
disaffection; where denunciation takes 
the place of evidence and orthodoxy 
chokes freedom of dissent. 

If we are not to become such a com- 
munity, the friends of freedom will 
have to stand up and fight. 

What makes Western civilization 
worth saving is the freedom -of the 
mind. If we have not the courage to 
defend that faith, it Won’t matter much 
whether we are saved or not. 

I do not think Stalin could have licked 
us; I do not think that Malenkov and 
Molotov and Bulganin can lick us. 
But McCarthy. and the spirit of Mc- 
Carthyism could lick us—no doubt 
without intention, but they could; by 
getting us to fighting among ourselves 
like the Romans, ‘by persuading every 
man that he must keep on looking over 
his shoulder, to make sure that the man 
beside him doesn't stab him in the 
back. There is still enough vitality in 
Western civilization to save us. 

I should perhaps have begun this 
sermon with a text, a text:taken from 
the fourth chapter of the first book of 
Samuel: “Be strong, and quit yourselves 
like men; and fight.” And they did 
fight, and delivered themselves. 

So may we, but only if we quit our- 
selves like men. This republic was not 
established by cowards; it will not be 
preserved by cowards, either. 


LITTLE MORE UNDERSTANDING 
From the New York Times. 

At the dedication of the Baruch 
Houses, Commissioner Robert Moses 
came right to the point with his plea 
for “the courageous, clean-cut, surgical 
removal of all of our old slums.”. 

No one knows better than he that 
while it is desirable to encourage pri- 
vate capital to do as much of the job 
as possible, the task is simply too big 
and too expensive for private capital 
alone. It is also too big for the city to 
handle alone: “It is no sidewalk prob- 
lem to be solved locally.” We need 
state and federal help as well. 

In minimizing the housing cuts made 
by Congress, President Eisenhower 
suggested that the responsibility lies 
with the people: “Government is peo- 
ple and people are you.” In the ulti- 
mate sense, that of course is true; but 
at the same time the e have a 
right to expect understanding of their 
problems on the part of the represent- 
atives they elect and leadership on the 
part of the Administration they have 
chosen.* We hope understan and 
leadership will not be wanting when it 
comes to an adequate public housing 
program for next year,

Schemers and Dreamers 


THE FOOLISH IMMORTALS, by Paul 
(Doubleday, 224 pgqs., $2.50.) 
Actually, this most recent novel by 

Paul Gallico—long a practitioner in the 

writing fields of sport, news, fiction 

and foreign affairs—conveys a deeply 
devout and moral message, although 
the story is about an unscrupulous man 
and an unprincipled woman each of 
whom is capitalizing on the foibles of 

a wealthy old woman, greedy for more 

money and power and desirous of living 

forever. 

Joe Sears, a discredited Hollywood 

figure, convinces 

the rich spinster, 
Hannah Bascombe, 
that neither death 
nor the inheritance 
tax, which she 
equally despises, is 
inev:table. With the 
help of a young 
Polish Jew, Ben- 
Isaac Levi, Sears 
induces her to fi- 
nance an ‘expedi- 
tion to the Holy 
Land to seek The 
Fruit of the Tree 
of Life, so that she 
may rival Methuse- 
lah. Because Levi wants to seek a home- 
land in Israel, he becomes a willing 
conspirator. Sears is opposed only by 
Clary Adams, Miss Bascombe’s attrac- 
tive secretary, whose chief concern is 
about her well-paid job and a legacy 
when her employer goes the way of all 
flesh. So when Miss Bascombe decides 
to go on the expedition, Clary tails 
along to protect her position and to try 
to expose her new rival, Sears. 

At the King David Hotel in Jerusa-

Theories Advanced on Reason Pontecorvo Went 


Over to Russians, but Much mre ® names

scientist, was due to return 
from a continental holiday to 
his job at Harwell, Britain’s 
chief atomic center. Instead, 
he and his family flew to Fin- 
land and have’ not been heard 
from since. This is the last

HERE have been many clues 
T the movements of Dr. 

Bruno Pontecorvo and his 
family after they vanished from 
the airport in Helsinki, Finland. 
According to one of these, the 
Soviet ship Bellostov, which was 
due to sail from Helsinki at 
10:40 a.m. on Sept. 2, 1950, de- 
layed its departure until 5 p.m., 
when the Pontecorvos came on 
board. The ship was due to 
reach Leningrad Sept. 5. 

___ Certainly the Finnish author- 
Thies have fio récord 6f thé Pon- 
tecorvos having left Finland— 
and a record would exist unless 
they were traveling with diplo- 
matic passports. The _ easiest 
method for the Pontecorvos to 
reach Russian territory would 
have been for them to drive di- 
rectly from the airfield across 
the border. In a Russian diplo- 
matic car they could have 
crossed into Russia unobserved. 

At Harwell there was no great 
concern when Pontecorvo failed 
to turn up Sept. 7, the opening 
day of an important conference. 
He was notoriously a man who 
arrived late, especially when he 
had been on holiday. There had 
been the time when he failed 
to eatch the Aquitania when he 
was returning to Canada. In the 
previous summer at the Lake 
Como conference it was Ponte- 
corvo who forced the rest of the 
Harwell party to overstay their 
leave. 

Prof. Caldirola, an _ Italian 
scientist with whom Pontecorvo 
had made a date, arrived for the 
conference, looked in vain for 
Pontecorvo, left a note for him, 
and departed. The postman kept 
dropping letters into the Ponte- 
corvo house at Letcombe avenue, 
but it remained locked and de- 
serted. On Sept. 21 the inquiries 
began. 

In Rome Giuliana Tabet, a 
sister of Bruno’s who was mar- 


ried to a Communist official, 


said that as far as she could 
remember the Pontecorvos had 
stayed with her until Sept. 6, 
when they had left very early in 
the morning, saying that they 
intended to return to England 
by easy stages. In mid-Septem- 
ber, however, she had had a let- 
ter from Bruno which gave her 
the impression that he was still 
in Rome. This letter asked her 
to pay garage expenses on his 
car and send it back to England. 
The car, in fact, was found by 
the police at the Esso Garage 
in the Piazza Verde in Rome. 
Its license and other papers 
were missing. 
* - * 

EITHER Giuliana nor anyone 
Neise had any explanation for 

the family’s disappearance. 
Bruno had appeared to them 
to be perfectly normal, and he 
had never mentioned to anybody 
that he had any plans other 
than those of returning to Eng- 
land. 

Another sister, Anna Ponte- 
corvo, was no more help. She 
said she had last seen the fam- 
ily at her sister’s house in Rome 
and everything seemed normal 
with them then. At Stockholm 
the parents of Pontecorvo’s 
Swedish-born wife Marianne 
were astonished to hear that the 
family had passed through 
Sweden without getting in touch 
with them. They had been writ- 
ing to England and had been 
mystified at getting no answer. 
Bruno’s parents, Massimo and 
Maria, had been writing to Eng- 
land too, saying they were wor- 
ried at the lack of news and 
begging for a reply. 

When the Pontecorvo house at 
Abingdon was opened and 
searched, nothing of value came 
to light. It remained as the 
Pontecorvos had left it, except 
for the dust, and the unopened 
letters that had arrived after 
their departure. These letters 
were nothing more than some 
bills, birthday greetings for their 
son, Gil, an insurance policy, 
and other’ routine correspond- 
ence. There was, however, a 
note from Giuliana in which she 
asked what should she do with 
the property the Pontecorvos left 
behind in Italy: send it back to 
England? Or keep it until they 
returned another time? 

All the heavy clothing, and one 
or two valuable personal things

which one would have supposed 
would be useful in Russia, were 
still in the cupboards at the 
house. No one at Harwell had 
any news, or any explanation. 

When the story reached the 
press on Oct. 20 and reporters 
in Italy, America, England, Swe- 
den, and Finland set themselves 
upon the trail, there was still 
nothing new. 

One man said he was a pas- 
senger on the Pontecorvos’ plane 
to Helsinki, and that little An- 
tonio, the youngest boy, had an- 
nounced during the flight that 
they were going to Russia. The 
boy kept looking out of the win- 
dow and asking, “Is that Rus- 
sia?” 

Someone else reported a con- 
versation Bruno had had during 
a stop at Menagzgio, in the course 
of which he said he dared not 
go back to England. 
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N the House of Commons, 
| George R. Strauss, the Min- 

ister of Supply, was pressed 
for details. When had the in- 
quiries begun? Why was it not 
known all along that Bruno was 
a Communist? What had been 
done to prevent his leaving 
the country? What documents 
had he taken in that zippered 
brief case? The Minister was not 
abole to say definitely that the 
Pontecorvos were in_ Russia. 
(But he said the British Govern- 
ment had “no doubt” that they 
had gone to Russia.) 

There have been many reports, 
purporting to come from Rus- 
sia, about the family’s where- 
abouts, they die away into 
conjecture and the shadows of 
secondhand information. At vari- 
ous times Pontecorvo has been 
reported as working on the Rus- 
sian atomic project in the Urals, 
in Sinkiang, in Moscow. Once he 
was said to be touring the satel- 
lite countries in search of scien- 
tists for his staff; and late in 
1951 he was reported to have 
been arrested by the Russians 
as a British spy. Officially the 
Soviet Government has _§ said 
nothing whatever. 

Both Massimo and Maria vis- 
ited England mn 1951, hoping 
that someone might be able to 
give them a crumb of informa- 
tion—just enough for them to 
know their son was alive. They 
themselves had nothing new to 
suggest. 

The house at Abingdon has 
long been rented to other scien- 
tists now, the Pontecorvos’ fur- 
niture has been dispersed among 
other members of the family, 
and life at Harwell has closed 
over the gap left by the Ponte- 
corvos as thought they never 
existed. 

It seems wholly unlikely that 
the Pontecorvos suddenly de- 
cided when in Rome to visit 
Marianne’s parents at Stockholm 
and were then kidnaped. De- 
spite Marianne’s depression, it 
seems equally hard to think that 
they left England intending 
never to return. So much was 
left behind, not only in the 
house—Pontecorvo left £165 in 
his English bank account; Mari- 
anne had £52 in a post office 
savings book; and Pontecorvo 
had a credit balance of $1714 
at the Bank of Montreal at Deep

that something happened to 
Pontecorvo in Italy between 
Aug. 22 and his disappearance 


10 days later; something that 
made him suddenly change his 
mind and go to Helsinki. And

knew more about it than they 
have yet revealed, for Ponte- 
corvo was able at a moment's 
notice to produce a fairly large 
sum of American dollars for the 
plane trip. 

If'that point Is accepted, two 
theories present themselves. 
First, he was a spy of long 
standing. He may have passed 
information when the war was 
on, when Russia was our ally, 
and many people regarded Rus- 
sia in a different light to the 
one they have now. 

Perhaps ‘ne signed a receipt 
fcr a’ small sum of money. Then, 
on arriving at Harwell, he ob- 
served that he was under sus- 
picion, even though he was not 
engaged in secret work. He 
grows afraid. Marianne breaks 
down at the farewell party. 

When they reach Rome he 
meets agents of the Russian In- 
telligence through Communist 
members of his family, and he 
is invited to go to Russia. It is 
pointed out to him that he is 
no longer much use as an agent 
in England, since he has accept- 
ed a post on non-secret work at 
Liverpool. He is warned that if 
he refuses to go he will be ex- 
posed to the British. So he col- 
lects the dollars from the Rus- 
sians, boards the plane for the 
north and disappears. 

In support of this theory we 
have reason to believe that 
someone, in addition to Dr. 
Klaus Fuchs and the other spies 
who have been arrested, was 
giving atomic information to the 
Russians. It could have been 
Pontecorvo, even though he was 
never detected. 

On the other hand, we know 
that he was not agitated when 
he booked his ticket. Marianne 
was disturbed, but then she had 
been in a disturbed state of 
mind for a long time. The ex- 
planation of that may be that 
Pontecorvo was not a very easy 


husband. There were quarrels 
from time to time. 
x *

HE second theory is that 
T Pontecorvo was not a spy 

at all. He may have been 
concerned that suspicion was 
falling on him at Harwell be- 
cause of his Communist family 
background, but his own con- 
science was clear. When he ar- 
rives at Rome, the Communists 
begin to talk to him. They 
point out that far greater op- 
portunities exist for him in Rus- 
sia, more money, more scope, 
more authority; and Russia has 
need of him. 

Pontecorvo has been none too 
keen for the Liverpool job—he 
has always been ready to go 
anywhere and take any nation- 
ality in order to get ahead. This 
seems a wonderful opportunity. 
He is naive and gullible, He 
accepts. 

As a corollary to this second 
theory it is also suggested that 
the Communists in Rome did no 
more than urge him that he 
should have a meeting with Rus- 
sian scientists at Helsinki or in 
Russia to discuss perhaps some 
outstanding discovery in the 
field of cosmic rays—and that 
once in Russia he was kidnaped. 
But this seems unlikely. 

There is no clear explanation 
of why Pontecorvo should have 
booked a return ticket for him- 
self to Rome. He was due to 
return not to Italy, but to Har- 
well. It is just possible, of course, 
that he really did intend to do 
no more than have a brief meet- 
ing with the Russians in the 
north and then return to Rome 
to pick up his car and drive it 
back to England, 

Marianne and the children 
could have stayed with her par- 
ents in Stockholm, or returned 
direct to England by air. But 
why, then, did Marianne not get 
in touch with her parents? Why 
did she deliberately avoid them, 
and fly on to Helsinki? 

Alternatively it is possible that

the return ticket was nothing: 


more than a red herring meant 
to confuse the airline company 
should any inquiries be made 
about him. 

How much use could Ponte- 
corvo be to the Russians? It 
seems likely that his chief value 
to the Russians lies in his skill. 
Professor Enrico Fermi, one- 
time teacher of Pontecorvo and 
a top American atomic scientist, 
commented after his disappear- 
ance: “My impression is that 
if he went to Russia he may not 
be able to contribute to their 
work by the things that he has 
learned during his connection 
with the Canadian and the Eng- 
lish projects, but rather through 
his general scientific compet- 
ence.” 

Pontecorvo was an experi- 
mental physicist—a member of 
a much larger group than the 
theoretical physicists. Among 
experimental physicists he is 
rated in the first flight. Russia 
is known to have many such 
men already, but with Porte-

corvo there was always the feel- 
ing that there were great pos- 
sibilities ahead of him. 


Three years have elapsed 
since his disappearance. It is 
incredible that, in all that time, 
he has never found a way of 
communicating with his parents, 
for Pontecorvo was devoted to 
them. One can only conclude 
that he is under very close 
guard, and that by now his high 
spirits and gaiety have come un- 
der a harsh discipline. Possibly 
he is dead. It is this silence 
that his friends find so inex- 
plicable. They could have ac- 
cepted silence in the cases of 
Dr. Allen Nunn May or Fuchs, 
but not with Pontecorvo.

HERE is indeed a human 
T quality about his story so far 

as we know it, an absence of 
fanatical and moral gloom, that 
sets it apart from the records 
of the general run of the trai- 
tors. Somehow one feels deeply 
for Marianne on that long flight 
to the north with her three 
small children. How tired and 
cross they must have been when 
they got to Stockholm, only to 
have to fly on again the next 
day.

cause he had already decided 
not to let the opponents play 
six hearts, and he wanted to tell 
his partner about the club ace 
in case the enemy bid a grand 
slam. Naturally, North fully in- 
tended to go back to seven 
diamonds. 

The really excellent bid, how- 
ever, was made by South, when 
he ran from the double of seven 
clubs to seven diamonds, *hold- 
ing no fewer than six clubs to 
the king-jack in his own hand. 
He had a sound and shrewd rea- 
son: he felt sure that the op- 
ponents would also double seven 
diamonds, and he felt more op- 
timistic about getting a heart 
lead from West than from East. 
If the seven-club contract stayed 
in, by any chance, East undoubt- 
edly had some high spades to 
lay down. If, however, a. heart 
was led against seven diamonds, 
it might well be that North 
would turn up with long dia- 
monds, only a few clubs to face 
the ace, and spades that could 
be discarded on South's long 
clubs. 

It did not work out exactly as 
South hoped, but it worked out 
well enough. West, showing no 
great imagination, laid down the 
heart ace. That was all South 
needed! He ruffed the lead in 
dummy and discarded his own 
singleton spade, and then of 
course could claim the grand- 
slam contract. West, it will be 
observed, could have led a 
spade, a diamond or a club and 
defeated the contract!

Interesting 
History of 
Old Church § 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


HYDE PARK. 

N interesting little bit of 

history was written me the 

other day. It told me of a 
little church known as Mid- 
way church 
which was 
founded in 
Liberty coun- 
ty, Georgia, 40 
miles south of 
Savannah, in 
1754. 

My corre- 
spondent says, 
“The founders 
were a group 
of Puritans, 
descendants of 
those Puritans 


Mrs. Roosevelt 
who had settled in and found- 


ed a church at Dorchester, 
Mass., in 1630. The first set- 
tlement of those who left Mas- 
sachusetts for the south was in 
South Carolina in 1695. They 
finally abandoned that colony 
in 1754 and settled in Liberty 
county, Georgia, which was 
then, I think, known as St. 
John’s Parish. 
eS ee 

“ONE OF THE TOWNS they 
founded there was also named 
Dorchester, but it has long 
since depreciated into prac- 
tically nothing but a name on 
maps. Descendants of the col- 
ony are now scattered all over 
America but many still live in 
Liberty county (so called since 
the days of the Revolution).” 

Richard Le Conte Anderson, 
who writes me, tells me that 
in the little cemetery some of 
my ancestors are buried. Serv- 
ices are no longer conducted 
regularly in Midway church, 
but in the spring an anni- 
versary service is usually held 
when as many of the old mem- 
bers and their descendants as 
can do so try to attend. 

The history of this church 
and biographical sketches 
which were included with the 
history were written afid pub- 
lished by the Rev. James Stacy 
in 1894. He was a descendant 
of those originally interested. 
It became more and more dif- 
ficult to get this book and so 
it has now been republished 
by Luther Quarterman of 
Flemington, Georgia, an of- 
ficer of the Midway Society. 
He did this work in collabo- 
ration with the late Albert L. 
Baker of New York City, who 
was also a descendant and one 
of the Midway members.
